Plans for Fight Before Creden- 
tials Committee Are Made. 


SEEK OWN LEADER OF BODY. 


Bookwalter Being Pushed for Chair- 
man Against Daugherty.

After conferences’in the vartoys camps and 
then a general conference, the *’ allies last 
evening decided to make the hardest fight 
they can before the committee on credentials. 
They figured out they had about 150 contests 
to bring before that body. is w they can 
get the action of the national committee in 
making up the temporary roll cail reversed 
there is no hope of being able to stop the 
nomination of Secretary Taft on the first 
ballot. 

The plan also involves contesting the or- 
ganization of the credentials committee itself. 
and the allles will have a candidate of 
thelr own for chairman of that body. He 
probably will be C. A. Bookwalter of Indiana. 
The name of Walter Reeves of Illinois was 
mentioned for the place, but Mr. Reeves said 
he did not want to be even a member of the 
committee. 

Early in the day the Taft managers had 
picked on Senator C. W. Fulton of Oregon as 
their choice for chairman, but last evening 
there was renewed talk of H. W. Daugherty 
of Ohio. Mr. Daugherty’s temporary eclipse 
was on the ground some people might regard 
his appointment as “too much Ohio.“ Last 
evening, however, it was said that if the 
committee was as close as the allles 
claimed it would be, it might be necessary 
to put Mr. Daugherty in after all. 


Kealing Hopeful of Gains. 


In the hearings before the committee, Sen- 
ator Elect Bradley of Kentucky will repre- 
gent the allles In eight contests from that 
state, where seats claimed by Fairbanks 
have been awarded to Taft. Maj. F. C. 
Bryan, who appeared before the national 
committee as general counsel for the “ al- 
ies, will have charge of all the other cases 
and will be assisted by Charles Buckingham 
of Danville, III., a friend of Speaker Can- 
non. 

“ We have reason to believe the committee 
on credentials will take a different view of 
these contests than did the national commit- 
tee, said J. B. Kealing, manager of the 
Fairbanks forces, last evening. “At any 
rate, we intend to give it a chance. The ex- 
act number of cases to be presented has 
not been determined, but it will be approx!i- 
mately 150. It is a mistake to think that 
body is going to seat or unséat a delegation 
just because it happens to be for or against 
Secretary Taft. We expect it to bea judicial 
body.“ 

Southrons Prepare Plans. 


At the Victoria hotel during the day there 
was a gathering of southern claimants for 
seats, presided over by ex- Gov. Warmoth 
of Louisiana, who is still so wroth at having 
half of the black and tan ” delegation from 
hig state admitted he is willing to join hands 
with the black and tans ” from other states 
in securifig a reversal of the actions of the 
national committee.

Cannon Meets Politicians. 
“Uncle Joe Cannon spent the day at the 
Union League club conferring with conven- 
tion leaders and hatching plans to thwart 
the anti-injunction plank. In the evening 
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In the platform. The senator told Mr. 
Cannon that President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft are insistent on having the 
declaration against hasty injunctions made 
part of the platform. 
Turns Attention to Committee. 

The speaker found it would be impossible 
to have the plank withdrawn from the tenta- 
tive draft, or changed materially in the 
phraseology accepted by the administration. 
Thereupon he turned his attention to lining 
up members of the resolutions commit- 
tee against the plank. a 

According to one story current late in the 
day Uncle Joe was vexed by Senator 
Hopkins’ stand in defense of the ad- 
ministration program. The senator showed 
that he had, cast his lot with the federal or- 
ganization, “and, having been ‘slated for 
chairman of the resolutions committee by 
the president, was prepared to carry out the 
president's orders. 

Whether Unele Joe was the instigator 
or not, some of his friends started out to learn 
it would be possible to keep Hopkins off 
the resolutlons committee altogether.

Labor’s Three Demands. . 

The three demands of labor in' substance 
are as follows: 

A clear and unequivocal declaration against the 
abuse of the injunction power of the courts in 
labor cases, With a declaration against the issuance 
of fhjunctions in cases involving the right of labor 
organizations to strike and to take concerted action 
against concerns listed by labor as unfair.“ A 
statement that labor is not property or a com- 
modity, and that therefore labor should not be 
enjoined under property richts acts and on 
the ground of being in restraint of trade. 

An amendment to the Sherman anti-trust law 
to exempt labor unions and agricultural and hor- 
ticultural associations from the penalties of the 
law and to exclude them from the category. of 
trusts and combinations of capital organized for 
the. production and distribution. of commodities. 
A clear statement of the difference between labor 
and e x rganizations and the so called trusts 
and industrial and business enterprises: 

Extension of the eight hour lav“ to all govern- 
ment employés, whether employed by contractors 
or subcontractors. : 

The subcommittee? hedded by President 
Gompers. finished the draft at noon, It was 
transcribed immediately into typewritten 
form and at the afternoon session Secretary 
frank Morrison read it before the members 
of the council, who placed their final ap- 
proval on the phrasing. The plank proper 
comparatively is brief, though with the ex- 
planations of the labor leaders it forms a 
document of twenty typewritten pages of 
5,000 words. 23 


Rumor of Radical Demand. 


A rumor gained currency among labor 
men thronging the lobby of the Kaiserhof 
that the draft of the lgbor plank contained a 
demand for an elective federal judiciary. The 
demand was radical, they contended. in that 
it would be asking the convention to recom- 
mend a constitutional amendment at the be- 
hest of labor, but they felt sure the demand 
was made, inasmuch as the American Feder- 
ation of Labor for several years has been de- 
manding such an innovation. 

The tumor, however, was put at rest by 
President Gompers, who, when questioned, 
emphatically stated no such demand is in- 
corporated in the plank to be submitted to 
the committee on resolutions. 

1 will state positively that we are not 
demanding the election of the federal judi- 
ciary by the people,“ said Mr. Gompers. 

“We are not asking anything unreasonable. 
All our demancs gre reasonable and we shall 
present them in as concrete 3 form as we 


j know how. We-aek equal justice before the 


law for all citizens.” . , 
When will you appear before the com- 
mittee on resolutions?” Mr. Gompers was 
asked. | 1 55 
“The executive council ot the American 
Federation of Labor is ready to go before the 
committee at the first opportunity,” au- 
swered he. cm 
Does the anti-injunction plank of the 
committee meet with yout approval?“ . 
It decidedly does not meet with my ap- 
proyal. I have given it absolutely no thought 
because the plank, as I read it in the news- 


papers, was not thought provoking from the 


standpoint of organized labor.“ 
In discussing Speaker Cannon's arrival in 


. Chicago and his attitude of opposition to any 


sort of anti-injunction plank in the plat- 
form, Mr. Gompers said: 

“When Cannon states at this time that he 
will fight the proposition of inserting an anti- 
injunction plank he simply reaffirms his pos!- 
tion on that matter. Labor knows Cannon’s 
stand.” 

Bill Poster Interrupts Him. 

While Mr. Gompers was speaking a bin 
poster from the Cannon headquarters walked 
briskly into the lobby of the Kalserhof and 
unceremoniously tarked up a picture of Uncle 
Joe in one of the front windows. 

That's a fine how do you do,“ remarked 
Secretary Edward N. Nockels of the Chicago 
Federaticn of Labor, who was in the group. 

President Gompers readjusted the Uttle 
black skull cap he wears and then he sua 
denly turned on Kis heel and disappeared in 
the elevator. 

“The old man didn’t like that a little bit.“ 
said Nockels, referring to Mr. Gompers and 
the labor chief's sudden departure at the 
sight of the picture. 


'.  @ompers Finds an Example. 

The contempt case in which John J. Brit- 
tain, George H. Lakey, and Charles G. Gras- 
sell of the Carpenters’ union are involved 6n 
the charge ot violating an injunction ob- 
tained. by the Mears-Slayton Lumiber com- 
pany was explained to President Gompers. 


“Been carried squarely 


The case will be heard by Judge Carpenter 
this morning and it is probable President 
Gompers and other national labor leaders will 
be present in court. 

Mr. Gompers carefully noted down every 
detail of the proceedings against the Car- 
penters’ union and it is understood the labor 
chief will refer to the case in his argument 
on the anti-injunction plank before the reso- 
lutions committee. 

The labor council in the afternoon dis- 
cussed a large number of internal labor dis- 
putes and jurisdictional fights of various 
unions throughout the country. No decisions 
were reached, however, and none will be until 
later in the week, The council will recon- 
yene at 9 o'clock this morning. 


Plan Canvass of Union Voters. 


Plans for making a primary canvass of 
trade union voters in every precinct in 
Chicago and in every legislative and con- 
gressional district in Cook county were 
made in the evening at a meeting of the 
political action jcommittee of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. a 

Precinct organizations will be formed in 
each precinct, and form cards were sent 
out requesting sympathizers to return them 
with names and addresses to Secretary John 
C. Harding. All candidates who have an-

PRESIDENT WANTS FOUR PLANKS. 

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt seeks the adoption of 
four planks in the republican platform to be 
adopted at the national convention in Chi- 
cago. Outside these four items of policy he 
does not care to express any further wishes, 
and whether it may be classed as dictation 
or merely hinting of his desires he wants 
these planks adopted. The convention reso- 
lutions committee or anybody else can go 
ahead on the rest of the platform to: suit 
themselves, but it can be definitely asserted 
that all the strength and power the admin- 
istration possesses is going to be thrown into 
the effort to have the following four items 
incorporated in it: 

Tariff revision. 

Postal savings banks. 

An anti-injunction declaration. 

Enunciation of the policy of government 
control of the issuance of securities of any 
concern doing an interstate business. 


President Ignores Opposition. 

From authoritative statements made in 
Washington today it ts clear that President 
Roosevelt is not In the least alarmed nor has 
he decided to withdraw his wishes as to the 
adoption of the various ideas he has incor- 
porated in his congressional messages, on ac- 
count of the onslaughts of his enemies at 
Chicago. The news that Speaker Cannon 
and several others have thrown down the 
gauntiet as to an anti-injunction plank, and 
aso do not see much beauty in other pro- 
jects which the president has brought for- 
ward, has no doubt served to stir the atmoe- 
phere on these subjects and bring forth the 
pronunciamento today as to the four plat- 
form planks mentioned above. 

The battle against the proposed declara- 
tions of policies in the platform which strike 
at the liberties of the railroads has already 
into Washington. 
President Roosevelt was this morning waited 
upon by a party of railroad men, who dis- 
cussed with him his attitude in demanding the 
insertion of anti-injunction and supervision 
of securities planks. The pariy was intro- 
duced by William R. Wheeler, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce and labor, and consisted 
of Edward W. Lace of the Southern Pacific, 
Edward Chambers of the Santa Fé, C. Gd. 
Burnham of the Burlington, W. P. Kenny: of 
the Great Northern, and ®. H: Countiss, con- 
nected with the International Freight Traffic 
bureau. a 


Railroads Fail to Turn Him. 


These railroad gentlemen were uncommuni- 
cative as to the nature of their business with 
the president, but subsequent cailers during 
the morning soon discovered that there had 
been a lively controversy over matters which 
pertain to rallroad legislation. There seem 
to be traces of it In the air. In view of the 
fact that the news of the president's reiter- 
ated desires in regard to the ad n of the 
four platform planks came out to the public 
in undeniable form, although through round- 
about channels a short time after, it was 
apparent that the visit of the railroad meg 
only served to clinch the president's pu 
to leave no stone unturned to have the ideas 
he had been advocating before congress in- 
corporated in the platform. : 


| Of course, the four subjects for platform 


use which have been matters of fresh gossip 
here today are not new, having been men- 
tioned by the president in his various meées- 
sages sent to congress during the last sea- 
sion. The tariff revision plank is an assured 
fact, and the contest now appears to be over 
the insertion of an anti-injunction declara- 
tion. A platform statement in favor of postal 
savings banks will no doubt mest with as bit- 
ter opposition from Speaker Cannon as he is 
at present marshaling against the anti-in- 
junction clause. Postal savings lesiglation 
found favor in the.senate during the. last 
winter, but went upon the rocks in the house 
owing to the open hostility of the speaker. 


Insists on Securities Control. 
The proposed plank declaring for a policy 


of government control over the issuance 


of stocks, bonds, and other securities by con- 
cerns doing an interstate business was ex- 
pressed by the president at considerable 
length in his congregsional message April 
28. He took considerable pains in his mes- 
sage to go into the various phases of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and to set forth just 
wherein he considered it defective and in 
need of amendment. As a keynote in the dis- 
cussion he announced as his belief that un- 
less a national incorporation law could be 
enacted forthwith, the interstate commerce 
commission should be given power to pass 
upon the issuance of bonds and other securi- 
ties by railroads and all concerns doing busi- 
ness between states, in order to do away 
with the stock watering abuse and other 
practices which. he deemed were plainly un- 
justifiable and illegal. 

The president has as yet given no indica- 
tion as to whether he will more openly battle 
for planks which he thinks should be in- 
corporated.in the platform, than to rely 
on the friends who deem his wishes of suffi- 
cient importance to demand their observ- 
ance. Attorney General Wade Ellis undoubt- 
edly carried the president's particular drafts 
of the plank to Chicago and when he left 
Washington he was also well armed witp 
ideas as to the administration’s contentions 
on those matters. 


ODELL FIGHTS LABOR PLANK; 
PREDICTS WRECK OF PARTY. 


Calls Platform Makers Roosevelt's 
Dummies” and Declares Few Dele- 
gates Want Taft Nominated.

New York, June 16, 3 a. m.—[Special.]— 
The World this morning prints the follow- 
ing under a Chicago date: 

Former Gov. Odell. in an interview to- 
night, made known his opposition to the ma- 
chine made program of President Roosevelt. 
He criticised the attitude of the New York 
delegates, questioned the wisdom of nom- 
inating Mr. Taft, and bitterly assailed the 
policy of adopting an anti-injunction plank to 
satisfy labor agTtators. Mr. Odell conferred 
with several of the national leaders before 
giving the interview, and his views reflect 
the sentiments of most of them. 

“I have no doubt that many of the other 


New York delegates feel as I do,“ he said, 


“about the attitude of the state in this na- 


tional convention, but as we are in the minor-’ 


ity and the ‘steam roller’ is working most 
effectively, discretion seems to be the bet- 
ter part of. valor. 


New Yorkers Moral Cowards. 

“To my way of thinking the New York 
delegation is open to the eriticism of moral 
cowardice in not protesting against the ex- 
traordinary powers permitted President 
Roosevelt in compelling through his office- 
holding dummies the obedience to some of 
his extraordinary demands. 

“The state of New York has no candidate 
for the presidency—that is, it is not sincere 
in its declagation in favor of Gov. Hughes. 
Its delegates are placed in the attitude of 
betraying the man whom they have officially 
declared to be their choice. 

am quite confident that if the governor 
appreciated the undesirability of his position 
in this contest he would refuse to counte- 
nance its further promotion by the men who 
are managing it to suit the whim of Mr. 
Roosevelt, and who are no more sincere in 
urging. the presentation of Mr. Hughes 
name than is Mr. Roosevelt himself. 


Few in Favor of Taft. 


“TI have talked with a great many of the 
delegates to this. convention from other 
states and am secure in my conviction that 
not fifty delegates among the 080 who will 
vote for a candidate for president are in 
favor of Mr. Taft: ner have simply been 
compelled by the force ot federal patronage 
and influence to accept Mr. Taft. 

The majority ot the federal officeholders, 


who constitute a large percentage of the dele- 
gates, would rather have Mr. Roosevelt than 
Mr. Taft, in order to make secure their 
tenure of office. The business interests of 
the country, I believe, however, would rather 
have Mr. Taft than Mr. Roosevelt, for there 
is a hope that Mr. Taft will be less radical 
in his views as president than the president. 


Labor Plank Sore Spot. 

But the personality of the nominee for 
president is of less consequence than the 
platform to be enunciated by the convention 
and upon which the candidate will make his 
bid for popular support. The proposition 
placed before the delegates to embody in the 
platform an anti-injunction plank will be 
resented by every business man in tha 
United States. It is unfair, uri-American, 
and will place the business interests of the 
country at the mercy of labor agitators and 
demagogues. 

The insistence of the president that the 
anti-injunctiom plank favored by labor agi- 
tators be adopted will prove a serious mis- 
take and will cost the party many hundreds 
of thousands of votes. It is even more radi- 

1 in its possibilities than any of the ex- 
treme policies hitherto advocated by Mr. 
Roosevelt.

-LOUISIANA DEFERS “DRY” BILL. 


Assembly, However, Passes Stringent 
High License Law Aimed at Sa- 
loon Evil. 


„Baton Rouge, La., June 15.—Louisiana will 
not become a prohibition state during the 
term of the present assembly. This was de- 
cided tonight by the house of representatives, 
which, by a vote of 58 to 47, indefinitely post- 
poned consideration of the Doussan bill, pro- 
viding for a referendum on state wide pro- 
hibition. 

The Shattuck high license bill, making the 
minimum local Heense $500 and the minimum 
state license 5200, was passed by the house 
tonight. 82 to 25. The effect of this bill will 
be to increase the state revenue between 
$250,000 and $300,000 annually. 

The bill is now practically certain to be 
parsid by the senate, with few if any modifi- 
cations. Among its most stringent provis- 
ions are the following: 

No licenge shall be issued to a woman. 

No women, girls, or minors shall be permitted 
to drink in saloons, not even in special rooms set 
apart for them. 

Women are not permitted to serve as barma!4s. 

Liquor shall not be sold to whites and blacks 
in the same building.

Dozens of delegates, including some of the 
strongest men in the Taft state, have de- 
elared that they do not believe in any dec- 
laration which proposes in any way to inter- 
fere with the natural rights of the courts.

There is every indication that the greatest 
fight of the convention will be that before 
the resolutions committee. There isto be a 
struggle before the credentials committee and 
the anti-Taft forces promise the submission 
of contests involving no less than 150 seats.

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION. 


Viewed from the superficial angle of po- 
litical precedent, advice to @ republican na- 
tional conyention from a democratic newspa- 
per may be regarded as out of place. Buta 
broader conception subordinates custom and 
expedienc} to consideration for the national 
welfare. Speaking from the viewpoint that 
sees no geographical or political boundaries 
in America, the Constitution is in position 
to say a few words of friendly counsel to the 
official representatives of a great party now 
gathered in Chicago. That counsel is, blunt- 
ly, along these lines: 

If the republican party ever expects to 
make actual and not artificial headway in 
the south it must prepare itself to abandon 
the procedure that identifies its principles, 
policies and machinery in this section with 
the absolute domination of the negro ele- 
ment. We speak now not of the things as the 
doctrinaire uld like to see them but of 
conditions’ long established that face the 
white southerner whenever he considers the 
issue of party affiliation in this section. 

He may find the principles, the platform and 
the policies of the republican party ever so 
logical and inviting from a material and 
economic standpoint, speaking for the mass, 
but he can never be brought to openly sup- 
port principles, platform or policy so long as 
he must do so under a black flag. Rather 
will he suppress his leaning toward all three 
and give the weight of his suffrage to an or-

ganization that does not demand this toll of 
his traditions and his self-respect. 

Under conditions obtaining the southern 
negro is the potential (often the actual) 
arbiter whose voice and convention vote

But uniess the recently revived 
plan of placing convention representation 
upon the basis of votes cast in the previous 
presidential elections is materialized the Con- 
stitution sees no hope of the early consumma- 
tion of that end.

Caucus Makes This Slate. 


Deneen, Senators 
Cullom and Hopkins, Mayor Busse, Congrees- 
men McKinley and Lorimer, and nearly every 
other Illinois politician known to fame was 
crowded into the tiny caucus room, where 
the cigar smoke was so thick that faces across 
the room hardly could be distinguished. The 
executive session lasted less than half an 
hour, and when it was over the slate was an- 
nounced. 

The motions and elections went through 
without a hitch. Walter Reeves of La Salle 
county had been mentioned during the after- 
noon for a place on the credentials commit- 
tee, but he told his friends that he could 
not serve, and the Cannon influence swung 
to Coly Smith.

He explained that with Mr. Hop- 
kins from Illinois as chairman of the con- 
vention committee on resolutions, this state 
was the proper place for such a movement 
to start from, as it assuredly would mean 
something. Mr. Hopkins did not oppose the 
motion. He addressed the meeting on the 
subject. He said he would push it willingly 
in the committee If he could be assured of the 
support of the Illinois delegation if. it came 
to a fight on the floor of the convention. He 
was told he could have that support. A 
unanimous vote was given for the resolution, 
which follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this caucus 
that the following resolution shall be adopted by 
the republican national convention: 

That the basis of representation in the repeb- 
nean national convention hereafter shall be as 
follows: 

Each state shall be entitied to four delegates at 
large and one additional delegate for each 10,000 
votes or majority fraction thereof cast at the last 
preceding presidential election for republican 
electors, and two delegates from each territory, 
the District of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines, and that the methods 
necessary for the enforcement of this rule shall 
be provided by the republican national committee 
chosen by the delegates to thie convention.

The latter, who had long been acquainted 
with her son, Montpensier’s, romance in 
prison, welcomed the lad as her grandchild, 
and took him with her to Paris, where he 
was housed in her apartments in the Palais 
Royale, belonging to the Orleans family. 
Most carefully educated under the duchess’ 
direction, he passed in due course his ex- 
aminations as a lawyer in the most brillant 
fashion and was thereupon provided by the 
dowager duchess with an “ etude,’’ or busi- 
ness as notary and family lawyer, which she 
had purchased for him at considerable ex- 
pense. 

Clever, well educated, and discreet,. de- 
voted moreover to his grandmother, to his 
aunt, Mme. Adelaide, and to all the other 
members of the house of Orleans, who treat- 
ed him as a nonroyal member of their fam- 


fly with the utmost affection and consid- 


eration, he became their lawyer, and in par- 
ticular the private legal adviser and notary 
of his uncle, King Louis Philippe. Thanks 
to his careful administration of the private 
property of the king and his registration 
thereof under different names, he was able to 
preserve it almost in its entirety. from con- 
fiscation after the revolution of 1848. In 
fact, the king and his various sons and 
daughters were, through the maneuvers of 
Maitre Dentend, able to retain almost the 
whole of their colossal property, thanks to 
which their descendants are today possessed 
of such vast wealth.

-| MEAT PRICES ADVANCE AGAIN 
TO SORROW OF HOUSEWIVES. 


Rise Comes in Spite of Local Retailers’ 
Protests That Business Steadily Is De- 
creasing. — 


Housewives were called upon yesterday to 
dig deeper into their purses for dressed beef, 
lamb, and pork loins, additional price ad- 
vances being about half a cent, a cent and 2 
cents a pound, respectively. Prevailing high 
quotations on stock on the hoof and a 
broadening of the outside demand for the 
manufactured products were held responsible 
for the upturn in the cuts. 

The rise came on top of a series of advances 
that has greatly curtailed the consumptive 
demand. Retailers in the lowlier sections of 
the city complain that their business, espe- 
cially in beef, has fallen off until it has be- 
come a mere shadow of its former proper- 
tions, and that it will be virtually wiped out 
by the further advance. | 

The prevailing stiff prices demanded by 


good grade cattle, which advanced 25 cents 
per hundred pounds during the day, whole- 
sale dealers say,, made the advance neces- 
sary. Unless the cattle growers show more 
disposition to market their stock, the whole- 
sale men hold, a further rise in beef values 
will result. 

Kansas City, flooded and virtually isolated 
from the cattle producing country, saw beef 
values advance 8 cents.: Many cattle that 
ordinarily would be shipped to the Missouri 
city are coming to Chicago and other mar- 
kets. 

Wholesalers are quoting the average grade 
of beef at 11 cents a pound, lamb at 14 cents, 
and pork loins at 10% cents, 


PRICE OF ARTIFICIAL ICE 
AS RAISED TO FORTY CENTS. 


Knickerbocker Company Declares That 
Lower Rate Has Proved Unprofitable 
—Natural Product Not Touched.

The price of ice has gone up. 

While the thermometer sank to an over- 
coat level yesterday the Knickerbocker Ice 
company added 5 cents to the price of 100 
pounds of artificial ice. The housewife now 
must pay 40 cents a hundred for it. 

The price of natural ice remained at the 
usual figures of 35 eents a hundred, accord- 
ing to President John S. Field of the Knick- 
erbocker company, but many consumers said 
they kd been forced to, pay during the day 
an increase of 10 cents a hundred for natural 
ice. 

“ We tried for five and a half months to 
sell artificial ice at 35 cents a hundred, as 
we felt that on account of the financial de- 
pression the price must recede a little,“ said 
President Field. It was unprofitable, 
however, and with the return of business 
prosperity we decided to bring the price back. 
to the old level. The price of # cents a 
hundred pounds, which we now charge, is 
the price which has been charged for the last 
fifteen years. The price of natural ice, on 
the other hand, has not gone up.

ALL TO BE RAISED 


President Schneider Says That 
There Will Be 8500, 000 
Next Lear for Purpose. 


PRINCIPALS’ RATE FIXED. 


* 


Advances to Other Teachers and 


Emplöyes Will Be Taken 
Up Later. 


„We shall have at least half a million dol- 
lars next year for increases ſn teachers’ and 
principals’ salaries. Every one in the system 
will get a raise.“ 

President Schneider of the board of educa- 
tion summed up the outlook for Chicago 
teachers this way yesterday at the close of 
a conference between the school finance com- 
mittee and a special subcommittee of the 
school management committee. The meeting 
was held to consider the possibility of grant- 
ing incréases to the principals, high school 
teachers, and manual training and domestic 
seltenes instructors—all of whom have pre- 
sented petitions to the board. 

The only request which received a definite 
ahswer was that of the high and elementary 
school principals. Action was taken which 
assures the principale that the plan for abol- 
ishing the present third salary group and ad- 
vancing the general schedule will go into 
effect on Jan. 1, 1909. The effort of Trustees 
White and Sonsteby to force this forward to 
next September met with defeat, the trustees 
themselves admitting that there appeared to 
be no funds fer the purpose. 


Question of General Advance. 


In addition to granting the principals’ re- 
quest, the committee directed President 
Schneider to investigate at once the general 
question of advances in salary on the basis of 
the funds available in 1900. 

The president's estimate of the situation is 
given in the foregoing. 

The committee’s action means an advance 
of $200 each for 160 principals now in the 
first group, an advance of $100 each for fifty- 
two in the second group, and an average in- 
creas@.of $150 each for twenty-three in the 
present third group, which is to be abolished. 
The new salary schedule will range from a 
minimum of $1,800 a year to a maximum of 
$3,500 a year, In place of the present scale 
from $1,200 to $2,600. 


Many Children Need Treatment. 

Reports on the first ninety-six pupils ex- 
amined by the physicians of the health de- 
partment inspecting the school children 
show sixty-six defective in some way and 
in need of, treatment. The figures justify 
the original estimate of Dr. Heman Spald- 
ing of the department, who expressed the be- 
lief before the inspection began that 66 per 
cent of the school children of Chicago would 
need medical treatment. 

A majority of the children were found 
to have defective teeth. Enlarged tonsils, 
which make the children particulary lable 
to malignant disease, were second on the 
list, and defective vision was third.

EUGENE PRINGLE IS DEAD. 


One of Republican Party’s Founders 
Succumbs Suddenly to Apoplexy 
in Jackson, Mich. 


Jackson; Mich’, June 15.—[Special.]—Eu- 
gene Pringle, the oldest member and presi- 
dent of the Jackson county bar, and for more 
than half a century prominent in Michigan 
politics, died at his home in this city to- 
night of apoplexy. 

Mr. Pringle was the man who conducted 
the mass meeting at which the republican 
party was formed, in the west part of this 
city under the oak.“ in 1854. Twenty years 
afterward he deserted that party and be- 
came a democrat, 

Mr. Pringle was born in Otsego county, 
N. Y., in December, 1886, and was admitted 
to the bar in Batavia, N. V., in 1849, coming 
to Jackson in 1850. He became at once 
prominent in politics, serving successively 
as Circuit court commissioner, recorder, 
prosecuting attorney, city attorney, member 
of the state legislature, military secretary 
to Gov. Blair, member of the state senate 
and of the constitutional convention of 1807 
and mayor of the city. 

He was twice an unsuccessful candidate 
for congress and also for lieutenant governor 
and was insurance commissioner under Gov. 
Begole in 1883.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Corn fed cattle advanced so 
fast that.it was almost impossible to guage the 
legitimate gain recorded.
